KILL GLADIOLUS TH RIPS NOW 


Until it was learned a few years 


ago that the destructive gladiolus 
thrip did not survive over winter 


in gladiolus litter left in the lawn 
or garden but lived solely in the 
stored corm s, minor em phasis was 
placed on fumigation of corm s as 
an effective means of exterm ina­ 
tion. But now growers are begin­ 
ning to realize that fumigation of 
corm s not only offers a method of 
control but, if all growers would 
employ this treatm ent, final solu­ 
tion of the vexing thrip problem 
would be attained. 
Thrips are tiny sap-sucking in­ 
sects which are seldom seen by- 
growers because they are so sm all 
and because they feed out of sight 
most of the time beneath the leaf 
sheaths. Only when infested plants 
are carefully 
examined 
are 
the 
hungry pests revealed. Herein is 
the reason why many beginners re­ 
port that their gladiolus plants are 
suffering from what they call a 
"blight,” when rn fact the silver- j 
ing, 
browning 
foliage 
indicates 
that thrips are killing the leaves. 
A badly infested plant looks like ' 
its foliage had been seared by a 
flame. 


Gladiolus corm s should be thor­ 
oughly dried after they are dug. 
preferably in an open shed or airy 
room. 
After 
such 
maturing 
for 
three or four weeks they should 
be cleaned by removal of the old 
corms and all dry hulls. Then but 
preferably 
in 
early 
winter 
they 
should be fumigated to kill the in­ 
habiting thrips. Of course, fum iga­ 
tion may be done in late winter |

December treatm ent is more ben­ 
eficial.

and apply naphthalene flakes at i 
the rate of one ounce (4** level j 
tablespoonfuls) to every IOO corm s, j 
Fold the open end of the bag over i 
several tim es to hold the fumes 
intact. Remove corm s in four to 
six weeks and return them to their 
regular storage trays. Usually one

T 
HE coming year, like the next several, promises to accen­ 
tuate rather than relieve world problems which have been 
growing ever since the war. It does not bring the prospect of 
immediate war, barring Russian underestimation of Allied 
reaction to some action she may be planning. But as the time 
approaches when Allied experts believe Russia will reach her 
p eak tn preparedness— 1954-55—com plications spread out in ever- 
w idening whorls. 
In th e m ilitary field, the K orean w ar show ed sm all prospect of 
ending. W hat to do about it— let the stalem ate continue, try to end 
it w ith an offensive in Korea, apply pressure directly to China 
th ro u g h blockade, bom bing or both— was not expected to be decided 
u n til th e year is well under way. Sm aller w ars in lndo-C hina and 
M alaya w ere expected to drag on, though there was a possibility the 
British m ight finally suppress the latter. In Africa and the Middle 
East, outbreaks closely akin to w ar could occur at any time. 
In th e fielcf of th e cold war, and the m ilitary preparedness u n d e r­ 
ta k en by the Allies to prevent it from becoming hot, economic 
troubles will increase. A w orld economic conference probably will 
be held, and some palliatives m ight be found. 
B ut no solution appeared for two great problem s affecting world 
economy. One is the obstruction of trad e between the free world 
an d the Russian sphere, w ithout w hich no real world balance can be 
attained. T he o th er is the fact th at G reat B ritain is going througn 
e n economic m enopause. 
The United States, with B ritain trailing unhappily along, will 
m ove m ore and m ore tow ard support of nationalist m ovem ents in 
politically im m atu re areas. 
The U.S. will m ake another effort to settle the Iran ian -B n tish 
dispute, but any agreem ent will be bought, w ithout producing real 
am ity. Sim ilar problem s are likely to arise throughout the Middle 
East oil area, especially in Iraq. 
The United Nations will neither come a p a rt— barring w ar—nor 
become effective. It will rem ain an im portant forum , and could serve ] 
as standby m achinery for adm inistering world cooperation l f peace 
is ever attained. T he idea of a federated Europe will grow, aided by 
F ranco-G erm an agreem ent on G erm an y ’s place in E uropean defense, 
and on th e future of the Saar. 
Rising signs of P eronist ideas will be seen in other Latin Am erican 
countries, with parallel activity by the communists. This will produce 
w orse relations w ith the U.S., in some cases, but the facade probably 
wall continue polite.
